Subject:-—Restrictions on Foreign Parcels under the 
Imports and Exports (Control) Act, 1947. 

F. No. 10|61|73-E.I.—Attention is invited to 
Public Notice No. 13 dated 3-12-1973 appearing at 
page 61 of Import & Export Policy, 1990—-93 (Vol. 
II) on the above subject. 

2. On a review of the situation, it has been decid¬ 
ed to substitute the existing Postal Notice by the fol¬ 
lowing :— 

“Restrictions on Foreign Parcels under the Im¬ 
ports and Exports (Control) Act, 1947. 

In supersession of instructions contained in para¬ 
graph I of Director General’s Post Office Circular No. 
13 dated the 3-12-73 as amended from time to time, 
the following revised instructions, which take effect 
immediately, are published the accompanying postal 
Notice for the information and guidance of all con¬ 
cerned- 


,3. Export of all articles, with the exception of 
those mentioned in Schedule I to the Exports (Con¬ 
trol) Order, 1988, should be allowed by post without 
licence to all permissible destinations. 

Note By ‘Permissible destinations’ is meant the 
countries with which this Administration 
maintains mail service (letter and parcels) 
and those countries with which there is no 
trade ban. 

A Postal Notice on the subject giving full details of 
restrictions and exceptions and also extracts of the 
Schedules I and III of the Exports (Control) Orders, 
1988 accompanies this circular- 

POSTAL NOTICE 
No. I dated 20-3-1990 

Restrictions on Foreign Parcels under the Imports and 
Exports (Control) Act, 1947, 

In supersession of Postal Notice No. 13 dated 
3-12-1973 the following revised instructions arc pub¬ 
lished for the information and guidance of all con¬ 
cerned. 

2. Except for goods included in Schedule I to Ex¬ 
ports (Control) Order 1988 export of other goods as 
gifts or for commercial purposes by post parcels will 
be allowed to all permissible destinations without pro¬ 
duction of licences under the Imports (Control) Act, 
1947. 

3. With the exception of what is detailed in sub¬ 
paras (i) and (ii) below, items shown in Schedule I 
to the Exports (Control) Order, 1988 will not be al¬ 
lowed for despatch by post unless they arc covered 
by licences issued by the Export Trade Control autho¬ 
rities. 

(i) Commercial samples, when covered under 
OGL No. 2 upto value indicated in Sche¬ 
dule HI to the Exports (Control) Order, 
1988. 

(ili) Textiles items shown in OGL-3 of Schedule 
III to the Exports (Control) Order, 1988 
upto Rs. 4001 - in value when despatched as 
gift. Other items of OGL-3 may not be al¬ 
lowed as gift by post parcel. 

4- Notwithstanding what has been stated above, ex- 
pors by post will continue to be subject, where neces¬ 
sary, to the P.P, Form and other procedure laid down 
in the Postal Notice No. 12 dated the 25-5-1951 as 
amended from time to time regardiing restrictions on 
the export of goods by post to countries outside India 
under the Foreign Exchange Regulation Act, 1947 
(VI of 1947). 

5. The provisions of this Postal Notice will also 
apply to the Exports of goods by air postal parcels 
provided the parcels do not exceed 5 (five) Kgs. in 
weight.’”
